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7* During this tine (March, 1940), the Gestapo van arresting all Pol l a h 
officers and sanding then to concentration camps. Among those arrested was 
an Edward SKHABCHXNSKT, who lived on the border in RADMK). When Subject 
determined who lived at 10 SIHDEmCH, he deodded that the aon of the people 
who lived there was this Polish officer, Eduard SKHARCHINSKX, who had been 
arrested a few months before and had bean sent to a German concentration 
camp* Subject decided the following? 

a) Sdwaxd^SfiHABCHIMSKI must be a Rus sian agent. 

b) He Had been crossing to the Russian zone with reports until 
his arrest and now the Russians wanted to trace him. 

Subjedt gave the above con elusions to Major TARBUK, who agreed. Subject than 
requested that Edward SKWARCHJHSKY be freed from the concentration camp and 
returned to RADBflO, where Subject planned to surveille him to determine 
definitely if he had contact with the Russians.

After SKif ARCHINSKY had been in RADBfflO for three days, Subject got a report 
on him from the German Border guards who were surveilllng him. They claimed 
that, at 11 o'clock at night on the roof of S1WARCHIHS KT 1 a home, them had 
been a red light. This was considered a signal to the Russian zone* After 
the light, the report went on, three green rockets were fired from the 
Russian 2D as. Subject decided that the red light denoted SKWARCHUBKY had 
returned to his home and that the three green lights meant that the signal 
h x on SKWARCHINSKI's home had been noted. Subject had SKHARCHIB3KY surveilled 
day and night and, on the third day after the above-mentioned signals, SKVAR- 
CHBSKX went to the Russian zone. He returned to RADIMNO an the German side 
in three days, thus lending authenticity to Subject's story that SKHARCHINSKX 
ms a Soriet agent.

HLADKO said they bad succeeded 
1 b making VXBBS a double mad that he now was a Geman agent whose job would 
be to carry false information to the Russians and to return with true facta 
for the German Intelligence service* The facta that the GIB hoped to get

Pole fron RADIKHO, about 55 years old who, during the first world war, sal te d 
la the Austrian dray and wae taken prisoner by the Russians* During the 
October Revolution in 1917, he joined the Rede and fought with tbon against 
the Tsarist troops* When the C canonists took over the Russian G ornament, he 
went to the school of the OGFU and vaa subsequently narrled in Russia* In 1921, 
he cane to RADIMHO* When SCHALAJ left Russia for BADMO, he was told to wait 
there until contacted* The Russians told hin that he would be contacted in 1, 

2 or 20 years* He was ordered hot to join the Coanznlst Party or any nationalist 
party* He was allowed to join a socialist party* When he arrived in RA&DfBO, 
he became a tinsmith* When Subject became concerned with SCHALAJ, the latter 
had two grown daughters* When the Gomans cane to BADIMHQ, SCHALAJ bought a 
restaurant.

meantime, GHERKOUSKX told Subjeot, Mi rca^MICH AILIV and Ivan^AklZAM. to watch 
mrww. MICHAHIV and VAR TO ABA were Gestapo recruits and their job was to 
keep close watch over the work of the Soviet Repatriation Cocmilssioa* Subject, 
MICHATIJV and VAR3ZABA followed MAMONOV and noticed that he went to the rest- 
aurant owned by Joseph SCHAiAJ» After supper, MAMONOV wnt into a back room 
of the restaurant with SCHALAJ and remained there for twenty minutes* Subject 
assumed that MAMONOV was either trying to recruit SCHALAJ or was eliciting 
information from him. About midnight, a car arrived and MAMONOV left for 
XA&CBLAV* Subject thin ordered his informers to conduct a surveillance on 
SCHALAJ* Subject soon learned that SCHALAJ was meeting MAMONOV periodically. 

A few days after the restaurant meeting with MAMONOV, SCHALAJ went to the 
Ru ss i an/ zone and returned in two days. SCHALAJ told Subject that his trip 
to the German zone was for the purpose of purchasing beer. Subsequent 
surveillance of SCHALAJ after his trip to the Russian zone disclosed that Edward 
SKUABCEQGSEI, who was also under Jsurveillanoe, was now spending time In SCHALAJ 1 s 


restaurant* Subject noted that t| 


intelligent of the suspicious persons 
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SKMABCHIBBK1. Subject iMased that SKMABCHIH3KI was the resident officer. 
Subject knew that both SCHAIAJ mad SXtfARfiHIKSKI Bade tripe (or were planning to 
go) to the Russian m> no, but did mot know what their ml* 8 loom were. Ia order 
to find thin out. Subject began rlaltlng with Joseph SCHALAJ, At first, SCHAIAJ 
gave Subject r< o hints about his work* However, when rapport was estabUshed, 
he began to ask Subject the following questions t 

a) Vhonwe the Germans arresting at the border* 

b) What were the phase numbers of Commissioner of the Border Police 
MANVABBA* 

%) How many German border guards were there oa the border and how 
often did they change border guards* 

Subject felt that, In addition to eliciting information, 3CHALAJ was trying to 
recr ui t him* 3CHALAJ knew that, an ocoAsion, Subject warn an interpreter for 
MANVAHDA and that persons who were arrested at the border were sent to a prison 
over which Subject bad some control. To cover his interest in border matters, 
SCHALAJ said that he occasionally snuggled goods across the border. Subjeot 
inmodlitely called KRAKOW «ad asked Major KCRAB to com to RAD IMHO. *fter 
a few hours, KCRAB came to RADIMHO. CcEsdssioner MANVAHDA, KCRAB and Subject 
held a conference to determine what information Subject would be permitted to 
give in answer to SCHALAJ* s questions* It was decided that Subject could tell 
SCHALAJ the times when the guard changed at the border sinoe they decided that 
it was during these periods that SCHALAJ and SKUARCHXNSKX would attempt to 
cross the border* After a few days, Subjeot met SCHALAJ and told him that 
the border guard changed at 2200 hours at the point between RADIMNO and 
OSHttVf and that fran 2200 until 2230 hours this particular border point was 




nguarded. Actually, the border guard at this point had bean doubled In 
size during the hours concerned. The additional guards were dressed in 
white and h id in the snow. The additional guards were Instructed not to 
arrest anyone crossing, merely to write down their descriptions* After 
a few days, the border got ids reported that J oeeph SCHALAJ , whom they 
knew as a restaurant owner, had crossed to the Russian nine. On e of the 
border guards, who was an the shore qf the river SAN dose to the Russian 
guard post, beard SCHALAJ answer that be was going to meet Captain IVAN07 
when he was challenged by guards at the Russian border point* 

12* After several youths of clcs e surveillance of SCHALAJ and 
SKHARCHIK3XX by Subject and his informers, the KABKDtf Abwehrs telle 
headquarters decided to liquidate the network. On or about December 
1940, they arrested about twenty-five people who tad been uncove r e d by 
Subject and his informers* During the arrests, the following compromising 
materials were uncovered* 

a) Plans of the layout of military installations in the 
area of RJD1HR0, XARCSLW and FEBS70SK* 

b) A list of German officers stationed In the above areas* 

0 ) Troop strength of the German units In the above areas* 
d) Other compromising data, political, economic, etc* 
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^ All of the arrested persons were taken to a prison in TARN 07 and later 
transferred to KRAKOW* Almost all of them confessed that they were Russian 
agents* The German Military' Court in KRAKCAf sentenced than in 19 1*2 to long 
prison terms* 

Subject had previously had an agreement with Major KORAB that Subject 
would not remain in the area of RADIMfO after the arrests^ since the local 
population knew that Subject had had contact with the arrested persons* 

Subject suggested that he be arrested along with the rest and sent to the 
same prison as they were. His suggestion was accepted* Subject was arrested 
in a conspicuous manner and was sent to TARNOV. From TARNOV, Major KORAB 
took Subject to KRAKOW. \ In KRAKOW, Subject shaved his goatee, dot his hair, 
obtained a new set of false documents with the pseudonym "Eng. Lorenz 
VGRKHEDF*, a German from Latvia* 

Abwehr8telle KRAKOW decided to send Subject to another border point at 
the Village of SANGK* For his cover story in SAN OK he was m ade head of an 
export firm which represented a brewery in SAN OK. While Subject operated in 
RADIHNO, SKWARCKDfSKT was the only one who suspected Subject as a possible 
German agent who could c onpremise his net. In SANOK, however. Subject was 
so well covered that even the German Administration in the town did not knew 
who he actually was. In spite of his good cover. Subject spent most of his 
time in KRAKOW while his export firm was run by a Polish man named RRISCHEVSKT, 
who was once a captain in the Polish Army. '^PRISCKSVSKT^Was recommended to 
Subject by a^^TSgHMLDT, who was a personal friend of Lt. Col. TARBUK in 
VIEWNA afcd who lived in Poland since 1931* because he was of Jewish origin and 
had to flee Germany. 
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In addition to Subject’s work for the Abwehrs telle in RADIMNO with the 


three double agents and the 2$ arrested personnel of the SKWARCHXNSKX net.

In the month of March <r April 19^0, Mayor CHSUCCWSEC told Subject that 
a student of theology had come to his office* The student, HBTHODI STAWNICHI, 
had letters written by Archbishop SHIPTITS&X to the pope and Cardinal TIS5ERAH 
in Rome^ to Cardinal SAPIKHA in KRAKOW and to Cardinal FAULHABER in Munich. 


STAWNICHI was known to the Subject since his school days in the Creek Catholic 
theological seminary in LVOV, where STAWNICHI was the head of the student 
body. He was also known to Subject as a member of the OUN , in which they 
worked together. 

Subject asked Mayor CHEHKOWSKI to tell STAWNICHI to look him up* Whoa 
STAWNICHI failed to do so. Subject wont to Mayor CHERKCWSKI’s office and met 
His old fViend there. Subject invited STAWNICHI to his office where they 
talked for several hours. STAWNICHI told Subject that he came to Germany to 
study theology and that before he left the Soviet zone, he visited Krchbishcg 
Andria SHEPTITSKX, who gave him afacket of letters which STAWNICHI had with 
him. STAWNICHI had been instructed to give the letters to Cardinal SAPIEHA 


in KRAKCW who was supposed to send them to their final addressees. This 
indicated to the Subject that SHIPTITSKY had a great deal of faith in 
STAWNICHI. STANICHI told Subject that he had crossed the border near the 
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town of VISOTSKI on the Russian side and arrived at the town of OSTRItf on 
the German side of the river SAN. He further told Subject that he had dried 
his clothes at a polish farmer's place in the town of 03XRIW. Subject 
immediately suspected STAWNICHI of being a Soviet agent* because the point at 
tfhich STAWNICHI crossed was known to Subject as a point where the Soviets 
sent their agents across the SAN river in a boat# During the disc* v ;rsian. 

Subject stepped out of the room and sent his informers out to check on the 
farmer's home where STAWNICHI claimed to have dried his clothes. Ibis 
farmer's place was just a few kilometers from RADIMNO. After i a t niiB two 
hours. Subject's informers called him away from his discussion with STAWNICHI 
and told him that STAWNICHI had arrived at the Polish farmer's place in dry 
clothes and without muddy feet, which . immediately indicated to Subject that 
STAWNICHI had lied and was probably a Soviet agent. During further discussion. 
Subject determined that STAWNICHI had no Polish money but did have $0 American 
dollars. Subject knew that the Soviets paid their amenta with American money. 
When STAWNICHI asked Subject about his (STAWNICHI 8s) friends. Subject mentioned 
Alexander^^lLA, who was at the time working as an informer for Subject. 
STAWNICHI told Subject he would like to visit MATLA, and asked Subject to leal 
him Polish money. When Subject said he had none, STAWNICHI gave him $50 
(American) which he asked Subject to exchange for Polish money. This Subject 
did. Subject after completion of him talk with STAWNICHI borrowed Commissioner# 
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MANUAHDA'S oar and vent to TAROSLAW to warn Alexandr MATT A. of STAWHICE3 ! s 
Imp . 

impending visit and of Subject's suspicions that STAWHICHI Was a Russian agent 
Subject instructed t(ATLA to further question STAWHICHI, then take him to KRAKOW 
and put Abwehrstelle Headquarters on hie trail there. SfAfftflCIX vas under 
constant surveillance from this tine on. He began to contact members of OTJH 
in KRAKOW and tried to learn about their plans. When one of the informers 
of the Abvefcrs telle named Honai&iIF.O v TTCH, learned that SEAlftuCnl wished to 
return to LVOV, STAEIGHI vas arrested. After his arrest, he confessed to the 
following: 


1. From January 1940, he had been an agent of the HKGB. 

2. He had been instructed to contact Archbishop SHI PT IT SET for 
the purpose of obtaining letters which SHIPTITSKT wrote to 
people living abroad and to transmit these letters to his Russian 
intelligence chief to be photocopied. The Russians were, at 
this time, compiling information on SHIPTITSKT to prove that he 
was an espionage agent for Rome and Berlin. 

3. JLll the letters entrusted to 8TAVFIC3I by|Archhi8ho^SHIPTITSKY 
were ifurned ever to the EBB to be photocopied. 

4. In KRAKOW, he vas supposed to determine whom, the OUR was sending 
to LVOV for the purpose of directing underground work: there. 

5. For his work, he received 100 American dollars, 50 dollars of 
which he had Subject exchange for Polish currency in RADIMBO. 

6. Russians had brought him to the town of 7IS0TSK0 in an auto- 
mobile and had taken him across the river SAB in a boat. 

Since STAWNICEI had operated against the Ukrainians .and not against the 
Germans, He was sentenced by the German court to only three years in prison. 
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At the end of 1943, or the beginning of 1944, he was released ffom.jail 
and went to rejdin his wife in the town of ZOLOOHIV where he was Jellied by the 
3B/0UH. 

Subject stated that in addition to all of the above OS jobs that he 
performed, there were several other minor, operations he ran but he does not 
remember the names of the individuals nor the exact details involved. All 
personnel who confessed to being Soviet agents were sent to 'German concentration 
camps and those who did not admit their Soviet connections were also tried and 
sentenced. 

15. Subject claims that during the year he spent in BADIMNO, he was successful 
In uncovering almost 50 Soviet agent*. Seasons he gave for his success were 
as follows: 

1. Excellently organized system of informers. 

In BADEHHO, Subject had support of the local police. She entire 
staff of the Mayor r s office, all night watchmen, various workers, 
servants in many homes, waiters In restaurants, and street 
walkers were all part of his net. 

2m Subject had excellent cover as Inspector of the town. 

3. Almost all Soviet agents were either Ukrainian or Polish and 
Subject knew how to approach them psychologically. 

4. Subject's close liaison with the German border guards. 


16. tfOHJC IN SAgOK AHD OH THE SASTBEK FBCMT; January 1941 - Hay 1942 

Subject arrived in SAHOK in January 1941 under the pseudonym of Lorenz 
VOBKHEIM. Subject's major co-worker was named EomaSSjBnTto . With LEVITSKI 's 
help, Subject organized a small counter espionage net. In the AXHQK area, as 
early as January 1941, Subject was successful in uncovering a few unimportant 
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Soviet ageifta. The g enrol public bplieved that there would soon be war between 
the Germane and the Russians. Lt. Col* TAHBUK and Major KOBAB told Subject 
and his collegues that in the event of war t some of them would be transferred 
to the Bag tern front. Subject received brief training for eastern front duty 
in the following subjects; 

1. Organ! goti on of the s oviet Army. 

2. Organisation of the Intelligence sections of the Soviet Army* 

2* Subject had to read many reports on the methods of the Soviet 

Intelligence Service as well as case histories worked up by the 
Germans. 

17. In June 1941, when the mar began. Subject together with Ya roslav^StADKY _ 
and Ho oan^ FASHKZVICH were attached to Abwehr Command # 4, Abwehr troop # 4* 
Subject's chief was |6aptain|Villi^fecB0RICH, who was from Konigsbdrg. Abwehr 
command # 4 was attached to the 6th German Army (AOK 6). The sixth German 
Army was pushing Hast across the borfter at YAB03IAY, EADIMHO, PE&EMYSL towards 
the Donbas region via TAKHOPOL, ZHITOMIR, BILAZERKVA, VHSHITSA, POLTAVA. A 
man named Mikol^RCAROVID joined the Abwehr Ho. 4 in LWOV. He had previously 
worked in RIASHTV with^Col^&HUTIN. In the Autumn of 1941, Y ar o 0 lav^HLATXQ 


was transferred from POLTAVA to KHJHHHCHC7G to the Head Command of Abwehr # 4* 
The job of the ABW1ER # 4 was as follows : 

1* In each town that the Germans occupied, they were to' collect all 
. the archives of the HZVD and the local police; study- these 
documents and determine what plans the enemy had. 

2* On the basis of these documents, determine who of the local 
population were Soviet informers, who worked with the local 
police, and arrest them. 
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3. Determine who of the Hue elans were left behind the lines to do 
espionage work, direr si onlst activity, or sabotage and to 
arrest them. 

4. Uncover and arrest all Soviet spies and parachutists that the 
Hub s lan 6 dropped behind the German lines. 

5. Anything else that might be classified as counter-espionage 
activity. 

18» She mo.st important operations that Subject. can remember ares 

1. In the city of COHSSANSIHITOd in the Donbas Eegion, Subject 
tmeofered a group of 16 Soviet diversionists who had. been 
instructed to blow up bridges, They were captured with 20 kg 
of dynamite as well as other expulsive materials. Subject did, 
not remember the names of any of these men. 

2. In the city of KBAMATOHOVIA., Subject uncovered a group of Soviet 
agents whose chief was the Mayor of the city, a German of Hussian 
descent. 

3. In the town of COBSTANTIBOGBAD, Subject uncovered a group of 
Soviet agents.. Subject does not remember their names. 

4. In the oity of CONST ANII1HYKA, Subject uncovered 2 Soviet radio 
stations which were transmitting troop movement information to 
the town of IZCMA, about 100 km away. 

Besides these matters, there were other lees important activities which Subject 
cannot remember. , 

19. In April 1942, Subject's commander, Capt. VYECHORICK, sent him as a courier 
to KRiMJSNCHOHA Abwehr Post. Earoute, Subject was supposed to stop at the 

Resident Officer's home in VINalCHA and give him his mail. While in VIHNICHA, 
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Subject met Maj* KGRAB who had just arrived from KRAKOW. KOBAB asked Subject how 
he was getting along at the front* Subject answered that he had liked it better 
tlMSi in KRAKOW. KGQUB said he would try to transfer Subject and Yarftslav HLADKQ 
to KRAKOW. Subject continued on hi* way to KR2MgffOHDHl to complete his courier 
mission. 

One month after Subject f e return from hie courier, mission to the Donbas 
Region, Captain VYBCHORICK got a radiogram In which he was ordered to send 
Subject gack to KRAKOW. 

At the end of May or the beginning of June 1942, Subject arrived in KRAKOW 
where he turned in hie gun, and hnlform and again became a civilian member of 
the Abwehrstelle 3 in KRAKOW* In KRAKOW, together with Tarftblav HLA3DKY, 

Subject was given the job of organizing the Ukrainian counter-intelligence 
office anew, which, during the war had become disorganised. Sag* WEBCHGHA, 
Roman^fi I ROYITCH and Lub o mirTsLADKO moved to LYOT.

. After Subject's transfer to KRAKOW, Major KOBAB made Yaroslav KLADKQ the 
chief of the section and Subject was his duputy. Major KOBAB gave the section 
the Job of finding the *oviet Agent radio stations that were left behind in 
Poland when the front moved about 1000 km east* KORAB had Subject learn all 
Soviet ciphers and codes, and the technical aspects of radio transmission and 
reception. His teacher was a(Mrjl^SHINKER, the chief radio man in Abwehrstelle, 
KRAKOW, There was also another teacher whose name Subject does not remember, 
and a radio engineer named HOSHOSKY, who worked in the 0-erman firm Telefunken 
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in KRAEOV. Within two month*, Subjeo^Tamaa what was necfwsary. To carry 
out their new assignment, they organized a network consisting of the following 
personnel*

The section's monthly budget was 320,000 Polish zloty or about 130,000 Deutsche 
Marks, dll of the personnel were well paid anot therefore not subject td being 

bought by the enemy. Some of the above individuals had their own sources of 

income. 


31* In KRAKOW, Subject and HLAHKO had at their disposal twenty apartments with 
telephones for use as safe houses. There were only three people vno remained In 
the office constantly! Subject, Yaroslav HLABKO, and the Secretary Olena 
YAREN XTC HA. The first Soviet agent that fell into their hands was &ig. Radio

Constructor Pet rq i DATSKQ. DATSKQ came from the town of BUTCHACH. in the Eastern 
Ukraine. He worked K in a radio firm in WARSAW until 1939. During the Polish- 
German war, he went to BUTCHAOHA where he was met by the Russians. He was 
arrested together with others of the intelllgencla and taken to KAZAEGSTAH in 
Asia as slave labor. In 1941, the NKVD began a recruitment drive among these 
laborers to get personnel to send to Poland. DATSKO was recruited to be a 
radio man. He received instruction in W/l in the village of OOPA and later in 
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MOSCOW. In June 1942, the Soviets parachuted his Into Poland with radio apparatus . 
His orders were as follows: 

1. Search out the ^oviet intelligence officer in KBAAOW, Stoyan 
VLGDOV. VL0D07 was a Bulgarian national and secretary of the 
Bulgarian agricultural department. 

2m Send the information given him by VLQDOV about the movement* of , 
the German Army in the east. 

3* Gather information himself on the military targets and transmit 
them to MOSCOW. 

DATSKO met with an informdr working for Yaroslav HLIMD) (Yaroslav StiKASHA, I 

Subject thinks) and asked him to get BAYSXO a contact with the German A ray. 

DATSKO told the informer that he was a Soviet agent, that he did not want to i 

work for them and wanted to explain this to the Germans. He said that he did ^ 
not want to work for them because of the way they had maae him suffer while he 
vae in the slave labor camp and because some of Ms relatives 41 ei there i 

from rough treatment. He claimed that his only reason for agreeing to become t 

a Soviet agent was to get to Poland. In a month, with the help of 1UYSA0, 

Subject was able to effect the arrest of the Soviet Besides t officer Stowaa 

A IS 

VLCSDAV. YLOBAV confessed that he was a member of the Co min tern, had been taught 
intelligence work in MOSCOW and upon instructions from Col. SXYIOT In MOSCOW, 
had worked at first as a Soviet agent in S wit* ear land and later In Paris. At the 
end of 1938, he came to Ptlaad to organise an intelligence net for the Soviets. , 
When the war started, hs lost, contact with MOSCOW. He revealed all information 
about hie cipher system. Subgeqpant to giving this information, Y1.GD0Y was 
sent to prison. DATSKO in the meantime agreed to work with the Germans. Majod 
KCBAB decided to use this set-up by making Subject the resident officer of the 
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Soviet network In KEAKQW. Subject's job was ae follows: * 

1. Receive a oviet couriers arriving from Moscow as if he ware 
VLGD07.’ 

2. Send information to MOSCOW on the movements of the German army 
as prepared by the German General Staff via Petro BUSKO 1 s 
v/t set. 

Petro DATSEO sent a message to MOSCOW telling them that he had made contact 
with STQTAH VLODOV. After a few days, the Germans, using the cipher codes 
obtained from KLADOV, 3«nt a series of fabricated messages to MOSCOW via 
BATSXO'a radio link* SENTNOV in MOSCOW was satisfied that his radio link was 
free from control. * During the months of July, August, and September 1942, 
DAISKO sent messages from Subject in role of Stoyan VLQDAV . In September 1942, 
Major KOBAB ordered a message to MOSCOW which said that Peter BATSKO was 
overworked and would have to have an assistant from MOSCOW. In & few days an 
answer came from MOSCOW requesting an address in KRAKOW where the new operator 
could report, and a set of recognition signals to be used by BATSKQ and the 
new operator. Subject's office gave EATSKO the address of Anna BIKUS, who was 
characterised as an informer of Stoyan VLQDAV. In about a month a message came 
from MOSCOW giving the date on which the new radio operator would arrive at th# 
given address, 

22. The new operator reported on the given date to Anna BIHGS. After tendering 
the proper recognition signals, the new operator was satisfied that she bad 
reported to the proper pa£ty. This operator brought with her an American 
agent set (TBTSOR) manufactured by the Soviets and $2,000 (American dollars) 
for operational needs. The money was wrapped around a flashlight battery and 
disguised as part of the battery. The agent set came in two parts, one part was 
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the transmitter and receiver, the other the power supply. *oth parte were 
small enough to he carried on one's person, *rhe new operator was named Inna 
KORIHSKA (pseudonym) » "She was an 18 year old girl, the daughter of a school 
teacher , from the area of BILO STOIC, Her father was Polish and her mother 
Snssian, Per father was communiet and, when the Germans occupied BILO STOK, he 
escaped to the Russians . The Hus elans sent him to Siberia to a labor camp, 

Inna KORIN SKA. worked in a Soviet factory where she was recruited as an agent 
radio operator and was sent to school in OGFA. Her schooling took about 
six months. In addition to her radio training, she went through a parachute 
school. s he was dropped near LUHLIB, where there were Soviet partisans. The 
partisans took her to KRAKOW. About two hours after her arrival. Subject met 
her at the apartment of Azina BIHU3 and Introduced himself as Stoyan VDQDAY. 
Subject spent several hours with the new girl and did everything to gain her 
confidence - whiskey, etc. Subject had spent a long time learning the history 
and personal habits of both SMTHOT and VLGDOY and at this time asked the new 
operator many questions regarding the personal characteristics of SlfUTGHQV. '*\ v 
Subject especially mentioned the pipe that S3WY0H0Y constantly smoked. On 
the following day the new operator, thoroughly convinced she was in the 
proper hands, wanted to send a message. to MOSCOW telling of her safe arrival. 
Eubject delayed her arrival message in order to learn all the details pertaining 
to her cipher system. In two weeks Subjeot was able to get all the necessary 
Information about her do&es. Subject's informer, Anna BIHUS, who lived con- 
stantly with the new operator Inna, had found out where her cipher codes were 
hidden. After learning all about her codes, subject let her send her safe- 
arrival mesAage. This message was' received also by Subject's control station 
to oheck whether Inna was really convinced, por 6 months Inna sent MOSCOW 
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controlled messages which arrived at Subject's office from the Command Staff 
of the German Army, On or about February 1943, a message came from MOSCOW 
ordering VLGDOY (who was then the Subject) to go to Germany to the town of 
SOSHQVITZ to an address w.iich Subject could not remember to determine whether 
a Polish worker MIGHHAL, last name Subject could not memember, and his girl* 
friend Karla still lived at the given address. Subject went to SOSHOYITZ 
and found that the persons concerned did live at the given address and Inna 
sent a message to MOSCOW attesting to the fact. After a few days Subject 
got a message from MOSCOW composed with a new cipher system with orders to 
pass the message to Michael and Marla in SOSHOYITZ. KORAS, HLADKT, and 
Subject decided that there most be an agent Radio Station in SOSNQVITZ which 
for some reason was not operating. In & few days Subject took the message 
to SOSHOYITZ. He had been given the recognition signal fl come from Uncle 
Semen and he asked me to give you greetings"; the answer was supposed to be 
"How is Walter getting alongt" Subject met and was recognized by Maria, 
gave her the message, and asked for an 1 (mediate answer. Marie was Afraid 
to decipher the message In the ppartment, so she and Subject vent out to a 
field where she deciphered it. In this message Col* SIMTOTOT asked why he 
had not heard from them in the last 6 months and requested a ciphered message 
in response. After Marla deciphered the message she tore It into little pieces 
and asked Subject for a match* to burn the pieces. Subject pretended he did 
not have any and suggested that she bury the peices in the sand. After this, 
Subject took her home and told her he would return in a week to get an answer 
for MOSCOW. In the evening after 2000 hre, the police curfew hour, Subject 
dug up the message and took ti to KRAKOW. In KRAKOW the new cipher system 
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During hie conversation with Karla, Subject learned that 6 months prior, 
Maria ani. Micheal had been parachuted Into the area of SOSNOVITZ with two 
agent sets and had bean Instructed to send Information on the movements of the 
German Army. After they landed they buried one set in the woods and brought 
the other to 50SK0WITZ. Since they were Poles, the Germans had cut the eleo* 
tricity to their apartment and they were unable to operate. 

After a week Subject met Micheal who gave him a message for MOSCOW and 
repeated Marla's story. Since Micheal could not operate, he gave Subject 
all the information bn his own handwriting that he had compiled for the 

last 6 months for transmission to MOSCOW via Subject's radio link. Subject 
returned to KBAKOW, broke Micheals message, and sent it to MOSCOW via the 
Inna radio link. In a few days a message came from MOSCOW saying that Subject 
would soon get a battery operated Badio vh ch he was to deliver to Kioheal 
and Marla. Subject went to SOSNOWITZ, gave this information to Micheal and 
Marla, and at the same time eetabllshed closer relationships with them. 

After a month, subject was able to learn of 10 members of the net run by Micheal 
in S08H0WITZ. Before the new battery apparatus arrived, all of the personnel 
in SOSHOWITZ net were arrested and shot. 


23. Subject knew that KOBAB had uncovered another Soviet Agent set in BIASEIV. 
The operator of this station was a Belorussian from Poland who had fallen 
into the hands of the Busslane when they moved into Poland in 1939. This 
station had operated for 3 months before it was uncovered. Subject does not 
remember the operator's name, but states that he knew that when the operator 
was captured, he revealed all of his cipher codes and his signal plan. The 
Abwerstelle had not attempted to double this man because he was a drunkard and 
a black market operator. However, the Abwehrs telle did not arrest him, but 
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assigned a Junior officer to operate the station and pass controlled messages 
to MOSCOW, After a time this station was transferred from RIASHIV to KBAJCOV 
and MOSCOW was so notified. This made three controlled stations in KRAKOW; 
the station of Petro DATSTO,and Inna, between which Subject maintained liaison, 
and the former RIASHIT station. Subject could not remember the name of the 
officer operating the RIASHIY station • Although Object knew of all three 
controlled stations, MOSCOW knew only that 2 stations had liaison so they used 
the third to chekk on the other two and vica versa. The Russians used the 
three stations to check on one another especially when one of the stations 
reported an incident in KRAKCW. Ovbiously since all three 
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, stations vere controlled, the Abwehrstelle was able to satisfy all of MOSCOW'S

| (ga or about May 1943 Maj. KCRAB decided to arrest and liquidate mitt 

because he figured that she had worked long enough. Subject and KQRAB agreed 
\ that INNA would be arrested in a movie house. This plan was decided upon be- 

cause the Germans vere known to raid movie houses to collect workers for labor 
units In Germany and it was essential to the Abwehrstelle that INNA have no j 

suspicions regarding her arrest. In a few days the plan was activated. j 

i 

Several movie houses were raided in KRAKOW and INNA along with ANNA BIHUS, 
who had helped engineer the trap, were arrested. Subject, through PETRO 
DATSKO's radio set notified M3SCCW of INNA's arrest. In & few days the former 
RIASHIV station got a message from MOSCOW requesting a check on the KRAECW 
movie house arrests. The answer was obviously a back-up for the arrests. For 
the next few weeks Subject sent all his messages to MOSCOW through the station j 

of Petro DATSKO. A few days later, upon orders of KQRAB, Subject sent a mes- 
sage to MOSCOW requesting a radio operator who was a German and who would have \ 

all the necessary documents to live in Germany legally. KQRAB wanted to see 

what type of German they sent end wanted to have first hand information on the j

j 24. In August or September 1943 a message came through the station of Petro 

| DATSKO alerting the Abwehrstelle to meet a new radio operator of German descent \ 

| in KRAKOW. The date of her arrival was given and she was to appear at a

building called S UK INN ITS in KRAKCV. This operator arrived and was met after !

the exchange of proper recognition signals. She brought about 250 American i 

! ; I 

Dollars with her as well as radio parts, an agent radio set, and three sealed t*'£ rAk \ 
packs which, it was later found, contained money for other operators. The ! 
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radio parts were supposed to be for agent radio seta at locations she did 
not know. The new operator was named ERNA. She was about 32 years old and 
subject believed that she was of Czechoslovakian decent. ^She was a hard- 
shelled Communist and very secretive. She brought her own cipher which she 
used for technical purposes such as requests for parts, supplies, money, 
etc., and which it was Impossible for Subject to break prior to 1 month 
after her arrival. The key to her CEPHHl system was written on a small card 
and was hidden in an inside corner of her agent radio. ERNA was prevented 
from sending an y t hing until her cipher had been broken. ERNA was a difficult 
person to get information from, however, the Abwehr finally won her complete 
confidence **nd learned all she knew. Whan she was arrested, under a prepared 
arrest comparable to that of INNA's, 3he did not reveal the names of any of 
the Subject's Abwehr ateUe colleagues to her Abwehrstelle interrogators. 

BUNA and ERNA were permitted to have their radios only during the periods 
when they needed them to transmit or receive messages. Subject took their 
equipment away as soon as contact was completed. Each message sent by any of 
the operator's was intercepted and broken by a central station in the vicinity 
of KRAKOW. During the entire time that HINA and EHNA were under control of 
the Abwehrstelle they were under the supervision of one of the women informers 
of Subject's office. 

One of the Moscow messages requested the KRAKOW controlled Russian agents 
to find three places in the KRAKCW area for use as Dead Drops. Subject found 
these dead drops and sent complete information to MDSCOW on exactly where they 
were and how they could be used. Subject picked these dead drops in a. spot 
that could be observed without the observers being noticed by the person ser- 
vicing the drop. In about a week a message came from MDSCOW ordering Subject 
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to place one of the metal boxes and some radio parts, which EBNA brought, 

into one of the dead drops. Subject did this; at the same time 12 Abwehrs telle 
men stationed themselves at vantage points and watched for the Dead Drop 
servicer. Three days later at 0700 hours a man approached the Drop and re- 
moved the material. He was surveilled and followed to the town of RADOM. 

In RADOM he was further surveilled ami led his surveillers to another agent 
radio station. The operator was arrested and doubled/ Subject had no more 
information on this operation. 

25. On or about May 1944, Major KCRAB ordered a message sent to MOSCOW 
asking for money to continue work in KRAKOW. In a few days an answer came 
stating it was not possible at that time to send a courier to KRAKOW and 
asked that the KRAKOW station send a courier to the town of BKRKKA KARTUZKA, 
not far from WARSAW, to a partisan, Major IDCV, who would give them money. 
Major KCRAB made an agreement with the Abwehrstelle in BIALY STOK which _ » 

sent a Polish courier to the KRAKOW unit. KCRAB sent the Pole to (Majo^yXPOT. 
IDOV* received him cordially, wined and dined him for three days and gave him 
about 5000 marks which the Pole, whose name Subject could not remember, 
brought to KRAKOW. The Pole gave a complete report on the strength of the 
Soviet Partisan unit, its disposition, arms, and plans. ERNA worked as an 
unwitting double for about 8 months. In June 1944 MAJOR KCRAB decided it 
was time to liquidate her. An arrangement was made to arrest her while she 
was sending a message to MOSCOW. During a 4 a.m. contact at which Subject 
was present, the German police arrested them both. The police took Subject and 
ERNA to Gestapo Headquarters, where Subject was released. During her inter- 
rogation ERNA admitted that the Soviets had sent her to KRAKCW as a Radio 
operator but said nothing that might incriminate Subject. In a few days 
PETR0 DATSK0 notified MOSCOW via his radio link that ERNA had been attested 
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j; on the street because she vas suspected of being a Jew. Subject still acting 

as STOIAN VLCDAV also asked In this message that they send another radio oper- 
£ ator. Whether or not a new operator was sent Subject does not know because 

|; In August 1944 the entire Abwehrstelle was taken over by the Gestapo. This 

v happened immediately after the attack on Hitler In July, at which time Hinder 

k : 

£ decided to have all the Abwehrstelle placed under the SS and the Gestapo. 

I; Subject was later informed by TAROSLAV HUDKO that the Gestapo worked with

trolled W/T contacts with MOSCOW. Subject has no further knowledge of these 
:j operations. Subject added that the Abwehrstelle had been sending false mes- 

t; sages to MOSCOW for two years over these controlled radio links and that 

,j MOSCOW thought they were clean. 

j 26. Subject stated that the greatest mistake made by the Russians vas 

recruiting agents from groups that had been subjected to the cruelty of Rus- 
sian slave labor camps. These recruits were not Russian fanatics and there- 
fore easy to double. Another weakness was the Russians 1 failure to brief 
their agents properly on the dangers they might encounter in Germany*. The 
Soviet Intelligence officers had a very simple approach and knew nothing of 
the circumstances of life beyond the borders of the USSR. 

27. In the first days of August 1944, Major KORAB was recalled to 
Berlin where he vas interrogated to determine if he had any ties with ADMIRAL 
r. CANARDS. KORAB said that he had a service contact with him but that there 

were no personal ties between them. When KORAB returned to KRAKOW he vas re- 
lieved as Chief of the KRAKCW Abwehrstelle post and replaced by an SS officer, 
whose name Subject does not remember. KORAB was allowed to open his ovn 
office of informers and passed the results of his work to the Gestapo in 
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KRAKDV. The Gestapo sent to Subject’s office new questionnaires which re- 
quired workers who wanted to remain on duty to sign a new oath of allegiance 
and oath of secrecy* The entire office wanted to refuse work with the Gestapo 
but KCRAB advised the members not to do this since the Gestapo would consider 
it an act of sabotage* Subject together with VOLCHXMR KLADKD and 1 38J 
ZAYATCH quit the KRAKOW radio office and attached himself to the private 
office of KDRAB. YAROSLAV HLADKD and all personnel previously listed above 
remained with the Gestapo* This arrangement lasted only four months because 
on 17 January 1945 KCRAB’s entire office as well as the office of Yaroslav 
HLADKO, who remained as chief of the Ukrainian unit under the Gestapo, had 
to leave for PRAGUE because the Soviet Amy was approaching KRAKOW. 

Lt. Col. TARBOK, who had returned from the eastern front, was the chief 
of the Abwehr service in Prague under the guiding hand of the Gestapo. KCRAB 

* 

and Subject affiliated themselves with TARBUK and worked for him as private 
: informers. Subject could not do anything on this job because the territory 
and people were foreign to Mm and he left at the beginning of April for 
Austria to get away from the Russians who were approaching Prague at the time. 

Subject met the ch ief of the German SB, Valte^ZINBCKE and W illie 
-HlADEMfijCHBR through KCRAB. These people helped Subject to, get from Prague to 
the town of RAURI5 in the KR3IS of ZELL AM SEE in Austria. Major KORAB went 
to MARIAN BAD and from there to Linz, Austria. Subject had no more contact 
.with KCRAB after this. Subject travelled with the following people from 
PRAGUE to RADRIS.

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The convoy leaving Prague also contained a larger group of Czechs under 
IC H and people from the Vlassov Army whom Subject did not know* 
After two weeks in KAURIS, the Americans arrived. Subject remained in RAURXS 
until September 1945 at the home of a farmer named Antoi^SWEIGER . In Sep- 
tember 1945 Subject went to Salzburg and there met his. old friend from EWCW, 
(mj VOMDIMlfPKALIIIA, who was organizing a Ukrainian Gymnasium In Salzburg; 
he gave Subject a job as a teacher in the school.

28* Subject’s intelligence training began whan at the age of 18 he be- 
came a member of the OUN in 1928. The OUN was then an underground organiza- 
tion and each of its members had to know underground working methods. The 
slightest slip could have blown himself and members of his organization. The 
OUR placed great importance on underground methods of operation. All under- 
ground newspapers such ns SURMA, ROZBUDCVA NATZH, UNATSTVO contained articles 
written on methods of conducting secure underground operations. The follow- 
ing subject matter appeared in these papers: 

1. Basis of Conspiracy 

2. Action in the event of arrest 

3. Report Writing 

4. Surveillance 

5. Clandestine meetings 

6. * Hiding underground literature, guns, etc. 

The subject learned more detailed methods of clandestine work in 1934, when 
he became an instructor of the youth of OUN. 

Subject’s instructors in 1934 were: 
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1. 0 SIP HEOTSII, a member of the OUN, former Polish officer, later 
Chief of Staff of the UPA and General of UPA, died in January 1946 
in a prison in Prague, arrested while trying to cross the border to 
Germany. He killed himself in prison to avoid interrogation. 

2. QI£XA HASSEN, member of OUN, former Polish officer, later Col. of 
UPA and Chief of Staff In UPA, was killed in about 1950 in Ukraine. 

3. IVAlrtfesSIA, member of UVO and OUN, former Polish officer, now a 
teacher of Geography in Canada. 

4. OIMPTRO MIRON, member of the executive of OUN, former Polish officer, 
died in 1941 in EEE\T - shot on the street by Gestapo. 

5. OSIPJ^IASCKAK, member of OUN now in Canada. 

The program of instruction was the same as above but much more detailed* 
During training, they used underground literature as well as books available 
on the Polish Army and Police methods. Auiftors of these books are not re- 
membered by the Subject. According to Subject, the book most used was one 
written by the Polish Police Commiss loner FEDUNIE7ITCH. Subject* 8 training 
in OUN lasted about 6 months. Students were given practical problems on the 
streets of LWCW and occasionally in the woods between LWCW and BRUKOVITCH on 
clandestine meetings, dead drops, etc.

29. When Subject arrived in Salzburg in September 1945 he had no inten- 
tion of working with the Ukrainians for the following reasons: 

1. Subject worked in the Abwehrstelle KRAKOW and this was known to 
son® Ukrainians and Subject did not want this to come to light* 

2. Subject feared that the Americans would send him back to the 
Russians as a collaborator. 

For these reasons Subject spent six months doing nothing other than teaching 
school completely apart from all Ukrainian Political entanglements* 

In about the middle of Harch 1946 a friend of Subject, YURf^ERITCH, 
arrived in Salzburg from Innsbruck and asked Subject to work with the ABN. 
Subject refused fcr the above reasons. GERICH said that sooner or later the 
Western Allies would clash with the Russians and that Subject should have no 
reason for worry. Subject was convinced and agreed to work with AEN. GERICK 
made Subject a representative of ABN in the area of Salzburg and Austria. 

His Job was to make contact with all nationalities whose territories were 
occupied by tho Russians. Subject recruited a Ukrainian named (Rng^^ILO, 
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and an Hungarian j^rof esso^ TOIJ^ MIKOSH, a Belo-Russian whose name Subject 
does not remember, an Austrian, I7AI$£lIA, vho worked with the Alwehrs telle

Subject noted that he thought he was of 
Hungarian decent since he spoke perfect Hungarian with KIBOSH. Subject gave 
the American officer all the information he wanted about the A3? and all the 
English-language literature AUJ had. "Unole Tom*vanted to meet with Subject *.s 
Chief, Dr. YURI GERICH. After a few weeks this meeting was arranged. "Uncle 
Tom" said that the Americans could not work with the ABN at present, but that 
they wanted to stay informed on the work AEN was doing. During Subjects 
third meeting with "Uncle Tan 11 he proposed that Subject meet with another

American vho was concerned with Ukrainian problems. This new American pre- 
sented himself as (Dr^JcVAX. Subject thought he was probably of Austrian 
decent because he spoke perfect German. He asked about Subject's background 
and Subject told him he had worked in the Abvehrstelle. He was interested in 
the Ukrainian problem and asked if Subject knew anyone in ZCE/OUN, ZPUHVR or
